REMARKS : 


Ist. It ought to be noted that quite an amonnt of tire-wood and 
‘other supplies, left over by the former management, is not accounted 
tor in this report. 

2d. Attention is also called to the large item marked “ permanent 
improvements.” This money was spent in the erection of a building for 
school-roows, office and boys’ dormitory. This building, with the two 
lots on which it stands, is the first real estate ever owned by the Insti- 
tion. The lots were donated by Henry Failing, Esq. ot Portland. 
More recently, J. H. Albert, E-q., has donated two fractional lots ad- 
joining, This gives the children a convenient and pleasant play- 
ground, 

3d. Any person wishing to look more closely iuto the accounts of 
the Institution may refer by the numbers in the “schedule ” to the 
vouchers on file in the office of the Secretary of the Board, where 
every item is distinctly named. Duplicate bills are also tiled in the 
Superintendent’s office, 

4th. It will be noticed that but twelve counties in the State are 
represented in our hst of pupils. This is not becanse children of this 
class are to be found in none of the others. In many cases such chil- 
dren remain secluded in remote places, their parents not having the 
means to send them to school. In all the States it has been found nec- 
essary to take active measures to seek out such children, and to pro- 
vide means of transportion tor such as may be indigent. 

5th. It gives me pleasme to state that the authorities of Wa-hing- 
ton Territory, in view of the fact that they as yet have no similar institu- 
tion of their own, have shown a ready willingness to prepare the way 
for the orderly admission *to this, Institution of deserving children of 
this class from that Territory. ‘The Jast Territorial Legislature made 
special provision for the payment ot a bill for the past. service in this 
direction that had been allowed to accumulate 1n the face of doubts as 
to its legality as a claim. 

6th. Those who may be concerned in ganging our wants for the 
future should be made to understand that we have made a virtue of ne- 
cessity in thé matter of expenses Wesaid plainly two years ago that the 
amount of money placed at our disposal was not large enough to tui- 
nish the facilities we needed. But we made at the same time a resolu-

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tien not lo go beyond our means. We have no * delicency bills” to 
present. . 


WANTS. 


T take the liberty to offer a few suggestions as to iminediate and 
future requirements. , 

ist. We ought to own our lucation—eirher this one or some other. 
An ordinary dwelling-house, however cummodious, is not properly av- 
ranged for school purposes. So long as we use rented buildings we shall 
remain in the state of chrorie uncertainty that has been oni most 
serious drawback for twelve years We are in need of wood-sheds, 
shops and a gyumasion, and we never shall have them until we own 
the ground on whieh to build. them. Tf we are to remain even three 
yems in our present location, it would be wise economy to pmehase 
the property. We should then be able to get the street vacated, and 
throw all our buildings inte oue enclasure, which would be a great 
convenience and a help to the discipline of the school. 

9d. We ought te introduce at once a definite industrial depart- 
ment, Some simple trade or industry ought to he taught to every 
child. We fail in the chief thing if we fail to give var pupils the 
means of earning by honest labor an honest Hvelihead. Asa help to 
the discipline of the school, if nothing more, we should De able to give 
both sexes some useful employment. healthiul exercise and innocent 
amusement out of schoo hours, All these might be combined in 
some simple shop-work. 

3d. Recent vears have developed a very important ail to deaf 
mute education known as “ Visible speech.” At least one-forrth of 
the total number known mutes can, by this system, be taught to speak. 

We ought to have a competent teacher of articulation, for the sake 
of cultivating the power of speech im semi-mutes. In our case it 
would be best to have a teacher competent to teach both systems. as 
our number is small. . 


CONCLUSION. 


In concluding, I only ask that members of the Board make inde- 
pendent inquiries, and place such endorsementsasthey think just upon 
the work already done and recommendations herein presented.

REPORT OF TRUSTEES. 


Hon. R. P. Earhart, Secretary of State: SN 


Sir—The Board of Trustees of the Oregon School for Deaf Mutes 
herewith transmit, as by law required, biennial reports ot the Secre- 
tary and Treasurer of the Board, and of the Superintendent of the 
school. M 

We beg leave to call especial attention to the report of the Superin- 
tendent, and give our fill endorsement to the spirit of its suggestions 
and recommendations, 

Those who have it in their power to put this institution in a position 
to do more efficient work for the helpless and deserving clags in whose 
behalf it is established, cannot too soon be made to see the need of 
wore anple equipments. We would especially emphasize the Super- 
intendent’ suggestion in regard to au industrial department in the ed- 
ucation of these childieu. . 

Not oaly the interest of the children themselves but the welfare of 
the State and communities in which tliey are to live, demand that they 
be furnished with something more onbstantial as the means of earning 
their living than the mere skeleton of hterary traming that may be 
imparted to them in the school-vwom, 

That the additional facilities may be supplied, a permanent and 
suitable location for theschool would seem to be essential; and we also 
heaitily second the Superintendent’s suggestions in that respect. 

It would seem, also, if we ate to aim in any sense to keep pace 
with other States in these mattets, that instruction in arteiulatiun should 
he introduced as soon as possible. All this will, of course, require 
an increase uf expenses and huger appropriations But we are con- 
vinced that the truest economy is in the end that which builds such 
institutions un foundations of efficiency and permanence. 

A ward in regard to internal government ot the school. 

Few persons who have not been brought into direct mterconrse with 
deat mutes, appreciate the difficulties with which the teacher and 
those having charge of them have to contend. Every mute is to a 
great extent au infant, so far as mental capacity 18 concerned, because 
he is deprived of that sense by which, more than all others, he arrives 
at u kuowledge of affurs generally, and particularly in this case of the 
reason of school government. 

As in all other school, there have been cases of insubordination 
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over which the faenlty of the school has been called upon to exercise 
its authority and discipline the offenders; but there have been fewer of 
such occurrences than is usual in schools, and in these cases, as well as 
in all other matters pertaining to the school, the Faculty and the Board 
of "Trustees have been in ful] aceord. 

Indeed, the diligent and faithfnl manner in which the Faculty and 
other ewployes of the sehool have discharged their duties merits the 
fullest commendation at the hands of all patrons and friends of the 
institution. i 

In conelusion, the Board is pleased to be able to state that in its 
opinion the satisfactory general results of the two years past is a demon- 
stration of the wisdom of the new plan of conducting the echool inan- 
guarated by the Legislative Assembly of 1880.
